Island, attorney for Theo Oster- 
man and other riparian owners in 
the Platte valley, has filed a reply 
brief with State Engineer Tilley 
asking that the two water rights 
granted to the Tri-County without 
a hearing be vacated and a hear 
ing granted.

He calls attention to the su-

to find out almost anything under 
the sun. it usually succeeds in 
unearthing the invisible and expos 
mg it to public view. 


Yet 
2,000 persons 
known as 
"workers" on the WPA can come 
to Washington from 24 states in 
special trains and buses and carry 
on a march on the white house 
without anybody knowing just who 
financed the episode and who in- 
stigated the affair. 


The march was under the aus- 
pices of the "Workers Alliance of 
America." and if it was financed 
out of contributions from workers 
on the WPA, it would be surpris- 
ing to everybody. 


But the "Workers Alliance of 


America" is something in the na- 
ture of a labor union, and there 
have been a number of strikes 
of 
various character, including 
those of the "sit down" variety 
If 
the 
Workers Alliance is *o 


be regarded as a labor 
union 


and if the federal government is 
merely an employer to whom de- 
mands can be presented, just as 
in the case of any other labor or- 
ganization, then the public im- 
pression of the WPA as a relief 
agency is mostly erroneous. 


Labor unions, however, are fi- 


nancfd out of dues paid by their 
members It is Incredible that the 
WPA workers have enough money 
to send delegates to Washington, 
but if this is so, then the federal 
government 
la dealing with 
a 
vested Interest which is seeking 
the increase ot an appropriation 
without having the approval of the 
authorities in the particular de- 
partment involved. 


If the Workers Alliance, on be- 


half of the WPA workers, peti- 
tions for the enlargement of an 
appropriation and the custom is 
now sanctioned, then it will be a 
precedent that will porrr.it any 
other 
govprnmont 
^mployes 
to 


cftrry on n public propaganda for 
thoir johi and for increases m 
government cxpcn«o« 


If 
the WPA workera 
them- 


selves did not have the money to 
pay for the march on Washington, 
then who did? The petition left 
at the white house makes it clear 
that this sum will provide for 
more workers and for an increased 
wage for those now on WPA proj- 
ects. Obviously, such an increase 
in the appropriation would also 
provide for a continuance of WPA 
projects which might otherwise be 
disbanded. Are there any interests' 
which supply materials or which 
stand to benefit by the continu- 
ance of the WPA that happen to 
be back of the march on Wash- 
ington ? 
Rumors are heard that com- 
munistic influences or funds or 
both are back of the Workers Al- 
liance, but, if this is true, the fed- 
eral government, it would seem, 
might have found that out by this 
time. The chances are it will be 
discovered that the WPA workers 
themselves are the innocent vic- 
tims of exploitation by organiza- 
tions which believe in the turmoil 
of class warfare.

justify his opening bid. If that con- 
dition obtained, declarer saw a ray of 
hope. At any rate, no other plan of- 
fered itself. So West was allowed to 
hold the club king.

NOTHING IS more disturbing 


to the young mother than to be 
told her child has a heart murmur. 
Unfortunately, murmurs are er- 
roneously believed to indicate seri- 
ous heart disease, and, of course, 
any suspicion of heart disease is 
always alarming. 


This symptom is found in many 


youngsters. Indeed, it is believed 
that, at some time or other, from 
eight to ten per cent of all children 
have murmurs. Fortunately, only 
a very small percentage of the 
murmurs are permanent or organic 
in their nature. 


An organic murmur is usually 


produced by some definite altera- 
tion m the structure of the heart. 
For example, as a result of some 
infection, there may be roughening 
of the heart valves, with produc- 
tion of a murmur. This effect may 
follow acute rheumatic fever, pneu- 
monia., scarlet fever or some other 
infectious disease. 


Murmurs Frequent 


In contrast to this comparative- 


ly rare type, functional murmurs 
frequently occur in children. As I 
have indicated, these are rather 
harmless, rarely if ever causing 
any serious disturbance. In almost 
every instance, the child outgrows 
the condition. 


Of course, we must be on guard 


not to overlook what is really an 
organic murmur. To determine the 
real importance of the symptoms, 
it is necessary that the child report 
to the doctor for periodic examina- 
tions. 
H« should not be cut off from 


activity or forbidden to engago In 
the 
usual games of childhood. 


merely because son-.eone has said 
the child has a "slight murmur". 
The parent* should make sure just 
what type of murmur is present 
It should be determined \\hether it 
la merely functional or actually or- 
ganic. 
Even In the case of an organic 


murmur the child need not b« 
petted, pampered and spoiled. The 
youngster must not be given the 
impression he is an invalid and 
therefore cannot enjoy the games 
and activities of this period of life. 


Everoine In Aid 


A certain amount of exercise is 


beneficial. If fatiguing sports and 
•trenuous games are avoided, there 
is no need for alarm. Play out-of- 
doors in the fresh air and sunshine 
is advised, but a rest hour in the 
afternoon is needed. 


The child with an organic mur- 


mur can live out the average ex- 
pectation of life, providing atten- 
tion is given to a few matters of 
importance. 
All centers of infec- 


tion, such as diseased teeth, tonsils 
and nasal sinuses, must be attend- 
ed to promptly. 


Above all, I recommend that the 


child be taken to the doctor regu- 
larly and that discussion of this 
condition never takes place in his 
presence. A child may easily de- 
velop an inferiority complex or 
some nervous ailment as a result 
of repeated family debates in his 
presence.
